1* Subject was afforded a technical examination at a safehouse in 
Berlin on 22 March 1956, in accordance with the request of ^ 

JU , case officer. 

2. Type of Caset 



a. Subject is a 38-y«ar-old German national, principal agent of 
the LCCASSOCK projeot* He supervises editorial and distribution activity 
of a 15-man staff plus mailing and hand distribution organ! sat ions. He 
conceives , edits, supervises production and distribution of other propaganda 
items on the basis of analysis of the DDE press. 

b. Reason for the test was in oonneotion with the legalization of 
the LCCASSOCK projeot and the writing of a KUBARK/ CARRIER agent contract* 

o* The test was broken down into three phases, as follows ~ 

Phase I - Secret operational oontaots with other intelligence 
organizations. 

Phase II- Aooounting of KUBARK funds. 

Phase III - Visit of CAUTERY-1, CABAN JO and Subjeot to 
Frankfurt.

"Do you know how the disappearance of the missing 5 , 000 marks 
last year dan be explained?" Subject stated that for him to 
answer that question would be in effect to accuse some person 
or persons. Subject stated further that he possessed no 
oonorete facts and in the absence of such facts would prefer 
not to deal in terms of supposition. Subject's reaction to’ 
the question sis rewritten is quite slight and is probably hot 
due to deception but' to Subject's vivid awareness that the 
question was paramount. On one test Subjeot failed to re&ot 
to the question at all* 

E. CONTROL* To the best of your knowledge, has an (LCCASSOCE) 
staff member or contributor ever described or cohf irmed 
(eOBARE) as the power behind (LCCASSOCE)? Answer* No* 
(Reaction) This question produde d Subject's strongest 
reaction during the test • His explanation was thkt he had 
thought of an episode ca. July 1955 when he and Identity 1 
had paid a visit to Bonn and Identity 1 was reported to 
have identified ISCASSOCE's backer as EUBARK, using true 
initials. Subject stated that he had had to prepare an 
exhaustive report upon the affair. 
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17a* Do you know definitely where the money in question went to? 
Answer* No* (Weak reaction) Subject stated that when the 
question was put the names of Identity 2 and Identity 1 flashed 
into his mind, in that order, but that he knew nothing concrete 
about the disappearance of the money and was unwilling to voice 
mere suppositions* 

Phase III - Visit of GAUTERY-1, CABANJO and Subject to Frankfurt

CONCLUSIONS* 

a* The test must be rated inconclusive for the following reasons* 

(1) Subject reacted inconsistently to pertinent questions. 

(2) Subject's personality make-up made him a poor subject for testing* 

(3) The area of questioning contained so many exceptions, inherent 
contradictions and complexities, that examiner was not able to 
establish the proper psychological setting for the examination* 

b. Subjeot appears to be ah outstanding individual and something of an 
amazing personality. A U-boat commander at 22 and a Bittcrkreugtrttger, he 
appears to be personally incorruptible) indeed, the question of the missing 
3,000 marks exercised Subject more as a lapse of proper business procedure 
than as a question of theft* Subject's rapid-fire thought processes and 
subtlety of mind render him ah "interesting conversationalist but a poor 
candidate for testing, i.e., he reacted irrelevantly many times during testing 
to the faot that his mind raoed ahead of the question* 

c* Subject did not appear to resent testing) in faot, he stated that in 
his opinion such a test would be worthwhile for all LCCASSOCK employees,
